STATEWIDE GENERAL WASTE DISCHARGE REQUIREMENTS
FOR
WASTEWATER COLLECHONSANITARY SEWER SYSTEM AGENCIES

This Maonitoring and Eeporting Frogram (MRFP) establishes monitoring, record keeping,
reporting and public notification requirements for Order Mo, 2006-, “Siatewide General
WDR Pemmit for Wastewater Collection System Agencies.” Revisions to this MRF may
ha made at any time by the Executive Director, and may include a reduction or increase
in the monitoring and reporting.

A, SANITARY SEWER OVERFLOW REPORTING

Additional information may be added to the certified repont, in the form of an
attachment, at any time.

The above reporting requirements do not preclude other emergency nofification
requirements and timeframes mandated by other regulatory agencies (Local
County Health Officers, Local Director of Environmental Health, Regional Water
Boards, or Office of Emergency Services) or State law.

Mandatory Information to be Included in $SO Online Reporting

All Enrollees must obtain S350 Database accounts and receive a “Usermame™ and
“Password” by registering through the California Integrated Water Quality System
(CIWQS). These accounts will allow controlled and secure entry into the 330
Database. Additionally, within thirty (30) days of receiving an account and prior to
recording &pi#SS0s into the S50 Database, all srfsdastniolless must complete the
“Collection System Questionnaire”, which collects pertinent information regarding an

enrsbesnrolles’s collection system. The *Collection System Questionnaire” must he

updated at least every 12 months.

B. APPLICATION REQUIREMENTS

1. Deadlines for Application — All public agencies that currently own or operate
sanitary sewer systems within the State of California= must apply for coverage
under this Gensralgenseral QedarWDR within three (25) months of the date of
adoption of this Srdergeneral WDE. Additionally, public agencies that acquire or
assume responsibility for operafting sanitary sewer sesbastian-gystams after the
date of adoption of this Order must apply for coverage under this Sepest
Sede=gensral WIHE at least three (3) months prior to operation of those faciliies.

2. Gapsral ParmitApplications under this general WDR — In order to apply for
parmsi-coverage pursuant to this Seserbaencral Sees VDR a legally
authorized representative for each agency must submit a cnmplete application
package. Within thirty (2850) days of Sss-=ede—s-adoption_of this general WDE,
State Water Board staff will send specific instructions on how to apply for
coverage under this_general WDRE Qrdarto all known public agenciesahich that
own sanitary sewer systems-hatare-greaterthan-ona-rie-tndongts  Agencies
that do not receive notice may ohtain applications and instructions onling on the
Water Board's wehbsite.
